The  order  of  business  may  be  revised  at  any  meeting  when,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
President,  such  revision  will  benefit  the  public  and/or  order  of  the  meeting. 

From  PM  1.05  L: 


L.  Granting  the  Privilege  of  the  Floor.        A  person  desiring  to  speak  shall  be 

recognized  by  the  Chair  only  after  complying  with  the  following  procedures: 

For  matters  appearing  on  the  agenda,  an  individual  desiring  to  address  the  Board  must 
complete  a  "Request  to  Address  Board"  card,  completing  the  information  thereon 
including  the  subject  to  be  addressed.  If  there  is  to  be  a  written  report  presented,  a 
copy(ies)  shall  be  submitted  in  advance  to  the  Chancellor. 

Any  person  desiring  to  address  the  Board  on  non-agenda  items  must  also  complete  the 
"Request  to  Address  Board"  card  and  will  be  recognized  at  the  end  of  the  agenda.  Only 
items  directly  related  to  District  business  may  be  presented. 

Cards  for  these  purposes  are  available  in  the  Office  of  the  Chancellor  and  also  at  the 
Board  meeting.  Completed  cards  should  be  presented  to  the  Board  President  prior  to 
the  beginning  of  the  meeting.  As  a  matter  of  courtesy,  the  Board  encourages  people  to 
notify  the  Chancellor's  Office  in  advance  of  the  Board  meeting  of  their  intention  to 
address  the  Board.  Prior  to  calling  for  a  vote  on  an  item  before  the  Board,  the 
Presiding  Officer  shall  determine  if  speaker  cards  have  been  submitted  for  that  item. 
Persons  who  have  submitted  cards  prior  to  the  consideration  of  the  item  shall  be  called 
upon  by  the  Presiding  Officer.  Persons  who  address  the  Board  may  address  only  the 
agenda  item  being  considered  and  shall  have  up  to  three  minutes  for  comments. 
Should  another  person  who  has  submitted  a  request  to  speak  card  in  advance  of 
consideration  of  the  item  wish  to  forego  speaking  on  that  item,  he  or  she  may  grant  his 
or  her  speaking  time  to  another  speaker  who  has  also  submitted  a  request  to  speak 
card,  but  in  no  event  shall  any  speaker  have  more  than  two  allotments  (totaling  up  to  six 
minutes)  of  speaker  time  on  any  item.  However,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  completion  of 
District  business,  the  Presiding  Officer  may  also  limit  the  total  length  of  time  allotted  to 
the  speakers  on  a  given  topic  or  agenda  item  which  may  reduce  the  individual 
speaker's  time  on  that  topic  or  item.  Speaking  too  long,  being  unduly  repetitious,  or 
discussing  irrelevancies  disrupt  the  meeting,  and  may  result  in  the  forfeiture  of  speaking 
opportunities  during  that  meeting. 


No  oral  presentation  shall  include  charges  or  complaints  against  any  employee  of  the 
Board,  or  otherwise  present  information,  which  does  not  relate  directly  to  the  topic  at 
hand  or  which  disrupts  or  impedes  the  meeting.  All  formal  charges  or  complaints 
against  employee,  for  which  a  specific  grievance  or  complaint  process  is  not  otherwise 
available,  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  person  making  the  charge  and  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Chancellor  who  shall,  after  investigation,  take  or  recommend  appropriate 
action.  There  shall  be  no  oral  presentation  or  discussion  of  confidential  formal  charges 
or  complaints  in  open  public  meetings  of  the  Board  on  Non-agenda  items  or  unless 
otherwise  required  by  law. 

The  President  of  the  Board  reserves  the  right  of  determining  the  order  of  the  speakers 
and  changing  the  order  of  the  agenda  if  it  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  public  and/or  the  order 
of  the  meeting. 

Undue  interruptions  or  other  interference's  with  the  orderly  conduct  of  Board  business 
cannot  be  allowed.  Defamatory  or  abusive  personal  remarks  which  disturb  or  impede 
the  meeting  or  exceed  the  bounds  of  civility  necessary  to  the  conduct  of  District 
business  are  always  out  of  order.  However,  the  Board  shall  not  prohibit  public  criticism 
of  the  policies,  procedures,  programs,  or  services  of  the  District,  or  of  the  acts  or 
omissions  of  the  Board. 

The  President  may  terminate  the  speaker's  privilege  of  address  if  after  being  called  to 
order,  he  or  she  persists  in  improper  conduct  or  remarks,  or  if  the  speaker  fails  to  speak 
on  the  subject  matter  for  which  the  privilege  of  the  floor  was  granted. 

No  oral  presentation  shall  include  charges  or  complaints  against  any  employee  of  the 
Board,  or  otherwise  present  information,  which  does  not  relate  directly  to  the  topic  at 
hand  or  which  disrupts  or  impedes  the  meeting.  All  formal  charges  or  complaints 
against  an  employee,  for  which  a  specific  grievance  or  complaint  process  is  not 
otherwise  available,  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  person  making  the  charge  and 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Chancellor  who  shall,  after  investigation,  take  or  recommend 
appropriate  action.

The  CCSF  CalWORKs  Office  of  Education  and  Training  is  funded  to 
provide  work-study  employment  for  CalWORKs  recipients  who  are  enrolled  as 
students  at  the  college.  Fifty  percent  (50%)  of  the  student's  wages  will  be  paid 
from  the  CalWORKs  grant  with  the  remaining  fifty  percent  (50%)  provided  by  the 
outside  employer. 

When  possible  students  are  encouraged  to  obtain  employment  off  campus 
to  demonstrate  their  ability  to  function  in  a  more  traditional  work  environment  and 
to  add  greater  credibility  to  their  work  experience  by  having  been  employed  with 
a  independent  employer. 

This  is  a  request  to  contract  with  YOUNG  COMMUNITY  DEVELOPERS  (YCD) 
to  hire  five  (5)  CalWORKs  students  to  work  off-campus  with  the  agency  to 
conduct  outreach  to  Bayview  residents  to  provide  information  about  the 
redevelopment  plans  for  the  Bayview  community.  The  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency  provides  funds  to  YCD  for  this  contract.  The  project  will 
be  conducted  in  collaboration  with  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  Project  Area 
Committee  (PAC)  with  YCD  serving  as  the  fiscal  agent.  YCD  is  a  community- 
based  agency  providing  employment  and  training  services  to  youth  and  young 
adults  in  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  district  of  San  Francisco.  The  PAC  is  a  21 
member  community  oversight  committee  elected  by  Bayview  Hunters  Point 
residents  to  provide  consultation  and  advice  to  the  San  Francisco 
Redevelopment  Agency  regarding  issues  affecting  the  Bayview  community. 

With  only  six  months  remaining  until  the  scheduled  adoption  of  the 
Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Bayview  area,  the  PAC  feels  it  is  critical  to  provide 
widespread  community  outreach  and  information  prior  to  the  adoption  and 
completion  of  the  redevelopment  plan.  The  work  study  students  will  be 
employed  to  increase  public  /community  awareness  of  the  Revitalization  Concept 
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Plan  for  the  Bayview  community  and  an  understanding  of  the  redevelopment 
process.

Associate  Dean  for  Grants  and  Resource 

Development 

(Resolution  No.  010830-F4) 


BACKGROUND  INFORMATION: 

This  resolution  authorizes  the  establishment  of  a  new  administrative  position  as 
Associate  Dean  for  Grants  and  Resource  Development. 

The  new  administrative  position  replaces  the  1823  senior  administrative  analyst 
position  recently  vacated  by  Dr.  Nancy  Wolfe  who  was  the  coordinator  grants 
resources.  Dr.  Wolfe  left  City  College  for  an  administrative  position  as  grants 
director  in  the  Bay  Area  at  a  salary  level  higher  than  the  one  she  was  receiving  at 
CCSF.  The  loss  of  Dr.  Wolfe  was  a  serious  setback  for  CCSF's  capacity  to 
develop  alternative  sources  of  funding  for  the  College.  During  her  six  years  at 
CCSF  she  led  the  college  to  become  one  of  the  leading  institutions  in  the  state  in 
receipt  of  federal  and  state  grants. 

To  continue  to  expand  our  sources  of  alternative  revenues  this  resolution  seeks 
to  establish  an  administrative  position  of  Associate  Dean  based  upon  the  new 
administrative  salary  structure.  Such  a  position  will  keep  CCSF  competitive  in 
the  labor  market  for  grants  resource  professionals  and  ensure  that  the  college 
can  bring  in  funding  to  expand  and  improve  workforce  training,  economic 
development,  equipment  and  facilities,  educational  programming,  student 
services  and  other  areas  targeted  by  the  college's  planning  activities, 

The  grants  resource  associate  dean  will  report  to  the  Dean  of  Research, 
Planning  and  Grants  and  will  supervise  a  staff  that  will  work  with  administrators, 
faculty,  staff  and  students  to  identify  specific  areas  of  need  and  locate  resources 
for  funding  those  needs.  The  associate  dean  and  the  staff  will  support  all 
aspects  of  grant  development,  implementation  and  management. 
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Funding  for  this  position  come  from  the  current  vacant  1823  classified  position 
within  the  grants  office;  the  remainder  will  come  from  unrestricted  general  fund 
sources  including  administrative  charges  from  grants  coming  to  the  college. 

RECOMMENDATION: 

RESOLVED:  The  Board  hereby  establishes  a  permanent  administrative  position 
of  Associate  Dean  for  Grants  and  Resource  Development  reporting  directly  to 
the  Dean  of  Research,  Planning  and  Grants  effective  upon  the  approval  of  this 
resolution.

The  Orfalea  Family  Foundation  has  pledged  a  donation  in  the  amount  of 
$350,000  per  year,  starting  on  July  1,  2001  through  and  including  July  1,  2010,  to 
benefit  the  children's  centers  and  allied  programs  and  services  of  City  College  of 
San  Francisco.  In  addition,  the  Orfalea  Family  Foundation  has  pledged  to  donate  a 
cash  gift  of  $5,000,000  by  December  31,  2010  to  the  Foundation  of  City  College  of 
San  Francisco  to  serve  as  an  endowment  fund,  the  annual  income  from  which  will 
be  distributed  to  the  District  for  the  same  purposes  as  the  annual  donation.

L.  Granting  the  Privilege  of  the  Floor.       A  person  desiring  to  speak  shall  be 

recognized  by  the  Chair  only  after  complying  with  the  following  procedures: 

For  matters  appearing  on  the  agenda,  an  individual  desiring  to  address  the  Board  must 
complete  a  "Request  to  Address  Board"  card,  completing  the  information  thereon 
including  the  subject  to  be  addressed.  If  there  is  to  be  a  written  report  presented,  a 
copy(ies)  shall  be  submitted  in  advance  to  the  Chancellor. 

Any  person  desiring  to  address  the  Board  on  non-agenda  items  must  also  complete  the 
"Request  to  Address  Board"  card  and  will  be  recognized  at  the  end  of  the  agenda.  Only 
items  directly  related  to  District  business  may  be  presented. 

Cards  for  these  purposes  are  available  in  the  Office  of  the  Chancellor  and  also  at  the 
Board  meeting.  Completed  cards  should  be  presented  to  the  Board  President  prior  to 
the  beginning  of  the  meeting.  As  a  matter  of  courtesy,  the  Board  encourages  people  to 
notify  the  Chancellor's  Office  in  advance  of  the  Board  meeting  of  their  intention  to 
address  the  Board.  Prior  to  calling  for  a  vote  on  an  item  before  the  Board,  the 
Presiding  Officer  shall  determine  if  speaker  cards  have  been  submitted  for  that  item.

All  formal  charges  or  complaints 
against  employee,  for  which  a  specific  grievance  or  complaint  process  is  not  otherwise 
available,  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  person  making  the  charge  and  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Chancellor  who  shall,  after  investigation,  take  or  recommend  appropriate 
action.  There  shall  be  no  oral  presentation  or  discussion  of  confidential  formal  charges 
or  complaints  in  open  public  meetings  of  the  Board  on  Non-agenda  items  or  unless 
otherwise  required  by  law. 

The  President  of  the  Board  reserves  the  right  of  determining  the  order  of  the  speakers 
and  changing  the  order  of  the  agenda  if  it  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  public  and/or  the  order 
of  the  meeting.

Defamatory  or  abusive  personal  remarks  which  disturb  or  impede 
the  meeting  or  exceed  the  bounds  of  civility  necessary  to  the  conduct  of  District 
business  are  always  out  of  order.  However,  the  Board  shall  not  prohibit  public  criticism 
of  the  policies,  procedures,  programs,  or  services  of  the  District,  or  of  the  acts  or 
omissions  of  the  Board. 

The  President  may  terminate  the  speaker's  privilege  of  address  if  after  being  called  to 
order,  he  or  she  persists  in  improper  conduct  or  remarks,  or  if  the  speaker  fails  to  speak 
on  the  subject  matter  for  which  the  privilege  of  the  floor  was  granted. 

No  oral  presentation  shall  include  charges  or  complaints  against  any  employee  of  the 
Board,  or  otherwise  present  information,  which  does  not  relate  directly  to  the  topic  at 
hand  or  which  disrupts  or  impedes  the  meeting.  All  formal  charges  or  complaints 
against  an  employee,  for  which  a  specific  grievance  or  complaint  process  is  not 
otherwise  available,  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  person  making  the  charge  and 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Chancellor  who  shall,  after  investigation,  take  or  recommend 
appropriate  action.  There  shall  be  no  oral  presentation  or  discussion  of  confidential 
formal  charges  or  complaints  in  open  public  meetings  of  the  Board  on  non-agenda 
items  or  unless  otherwise  required  by  law. 

Comments  or  presentations  made  by  members  of  the  public  to  the  Board  do  not 
necessarily  reflect  the  opinion  of  the  Board  or  of  its  individual  members,  nor  does  the 
Board  necessarily  endorse  or  sanction  such  comments  or  presentations.  Persons  who 
address  the  Board  on  matters  of  their  choosing  are  solely  responsible  for  the  content  of 
such  comments  or  presentations.

The  San  Francisco  Assessment  Center  (SFAC)  was  established  in  1992  through 
a  subcontract  with  the  Private  Industry  Council  of  San  Francisco  (PIC).  The 
funding  originated  with  the  Department  of  Labor  under  the  Job  Training 
Partnership  Act  Title  III  (JTPA).  The  original  three  year  contract  provided  for 
career  and  vocational  assessment  services  for  JTPA-eligible  and  other  low 
income  individuals.  PIC  has  continued  to  contract  for  these  services  on  an 
annual  basis. 

Under  the  new  Workforce  Investment  Act  (WIA)  of  1998  (Replacing  JTPA  on  July

of  San  Francisco  for  another  year  of  assessment  services  through  the  San 
Francisco  Assessment  Center  during  the  fiscal  period  July  01,  2001  through 
June  30,  2002  and  commencing  on  October  1,  2001.  In  November  1995  the 
SFAC  co-located  with  the  Private  Industry  Council,  the  Employment 
Development  Department,  the  Department  of  Human  Services,  the  National 
Council  on  Aging  and  the  Department  of  Rehabilitation  to  form  Career  Link,  a 
One-Stop  Career  Center  now  located  at  3120  Mission  Street.  Career  Link 
provides  multi-agency  career,  education,  training  and  employment  resources  to 
job  seekers  and  career  changers.

BACKGROUND  INFORMATION: 

For  the  past  10  years,  the  District  has  had  an  exclusive  agreement  with  Pepsi- 
Cola  for  carbonated  drinks  throughout  the  campuses  which  included  Pepsi-Cola 
purchasing  the  score  board  for  the  District  and  partnering  with  the  District  on  numerous 
occasions  supporting  special  events  and  football  bowl  games.  Although  the  exclusive 
agreement  was  with  Pepsi-Cola,  separate  contracts  were  awarded  to  vending  machine 
companies  who  stocked  the  beverage  machines  with  Pepsi-Cola  products  and 
maintained  them. 

Since  the  Pepsi-Cola  ten-year  agreement  ends  September  2001,  the  District 
solicited  bids  from  both  Pepsi-Cola  and  Coca-Cola  over  the  past  two  months  and 
reviewed  the  submitted  bids  with  the  ad  hoc  shared  governance  committee  advising  the 
District  on  food  service  and  vending  issues.  The  committee  consists  of  two 
administrators,  one  department  chair,  one  additional  faculty  member,  two  classified 
staff  and  three  students.  Additionally,  a  special  presentation  was  made  to  the 
Associated  Students  Council  on  the  two  proposals  by  Vice  Chancellor  Peter  Goldstein 
and  Director  Stephen  J.  Herman. 

The  two  bids  submitted  were  both  structured  around  the  beverage  company 
stocking  and  maintaining  the  drink  vending  machines  on  their  own,  thus  removing  the 
middle  vending  company  and  therefore  affording  higher  revenues  to  both  the  students 
and  the  District.  The  exclusive  ten-year  bids  were  submitted  reflecting  the  following: 
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Pepsi-Cola's  total  package  bid  was  valued  at  approximately  $1,749,564,  compared  to 
Coca-Cola's  bid  of  approximately  $1,377,320.  Pepsi's  bid  included  more  support  for 
the  Commissions  for  Associated  students  (28%  at  $727,160),  compared  to  Pepsi's 
proposal  (26%  at  $646,750).  Additionally,  Pepsi's  Bid  provided  more  territorial  rights 
than  Coke's  ($422,940  versus  $349,160)  and  $80,000  in  support  of  the  annual  Hawaii 
Punch  Bowl,  which  Coke's  bid  declined  to  support. 

Both  the  Ad  Hoc  Food  Service  Committee  and  the  Associated  Students  Council  agree 
that  the  Pepsi-Cola  proposal  is  the  better  proposal  and  unanimously  recommend  the 
following  resolution  for  adoption 

RECOMMENDATION: 

RESOLVED:  That  authorization  be  hereby  given  to  award  a  10  year  exclusive 
contract  to  Pepsi-Cola  based  on  the  bid  proposal  cited  above  for  all  carbonated 
beverage  products  with  the  exception  of  carbonated  mineral  water  and 
carbonated  beverages  containing  sixty  percent  (60%)  or  more  of  fruit  juice  or  fruit 
pulp  as  its  contents,  and

I  had  hoped  that  by  the  time  I  started  preparing  this  report,  I  would  have  some  final  news 
on  our  state  budget  issues. . ..but,  I  don't.  The  good  news  is  that  the  Assembly  approved 
with  a  vote  of  77-1  SB735,  which  restores  the  $98  million  and  all  of  the  capital  outlay 
projects  that  were  earmarked  for  Preliminary  Planning  funds,  including  the  new 
Chinatown/North  Beach  campus.  Yesterday's  tragedy  derailed  (for  a  bit)  the  Senate's 
intent  to  take  the  bill  up  and  approve  it.  Now  it  is  not  expected  to  do  so  until  tomorrow 
(9/13)  or  Friday. 

The  events  of  yesterday  also  have  derailed  my  efforts  to  put  in  writing  a  more  detailed 
report.  My  time  is  being  spent  on  helping  the  campus  cope  with  the  extraordinary  and 
horrific  events  that  have  taken  place.  In  light  of  that,  I  will  give  my  more  detailed  report 
orally  at  this  month's  meeting.
